| Out-Quarters. Their deftene was for 

1ſ;p, within 5. miles of Oxford. There, atthar time, the 
mo& valiant S* Arthur Aſton, Sergeant-major-generall of 
the Kings Hoyſe Forces, lay inquartered: Leivtenant-gene- 
rall Y4lmorlying not far off at Bletchinton. To whom the 
Serjeant-major ſending, theſe vigtlant Cheiftaines by 
their eſpialls getting noticerime enough, thatthe Rebells 
were approaching,made ſhow preſently ups the Hill, how 
ready they wereto bid them welcome. Thither,oneafter 
another, were drawnthe horſe Regiments ofthe Prince of 
Wales,of Mf Henry Percy, Generalſof the Ordnance;with 
Sr Arthur Aſtons own, and ſome 150. Dragooners of my 
L. Wentworth,and others. The Rebels perceiving ſuch a 
Body of refiſtants,andthar they were ſtill increaſing ,drew 
back a little dawn iato Beckley Park; making halt there,and

falling to make fires, throughout all their Guards and Re- 
giments, But otherwiſe bethinking themſelves after a 
while, they all drew off, and marchtaway back againe to 
their old Quarters, Thus was that defigne of chceirsToſt

The Earle of E/ex having: by this Alarme begun the 
courtcfic , his Highneſſe Prince Rupere would not be long 
behind hand with him. And to putthe affront che homer, 
reſolv'd that very day to march quite thorow.the middle 
of the Quarters: even to the very fartheſt of them towards 
London, beyond 8 beſides Tame, the Earles hicad-quarter. 
For this purpole , on the ſame Saturday Ize 17. 1643.4» 
bout 4. in the afternoone his Higbreſſe drew our of 0x. 
ford: croflingtheriver Charwell at Cheſel- hampton-bridge. 
His ſtrength was neere 2000. men; whereof about 1000, 
Horſe under 3. Regiments, Thoſe namely,of his High. 
neſſerthe Prince of Wales, commanded by Sergeant-major 
Daniel:his Highneſſe ownRegiment,commanded by Leiv- 
ecnant. Colonel]l-0-Xeele, to which was added his Hieh- 
zeſſe faire Troop of Life-guards ; commanded by Sr Rgch. 
ard Crane. The tiftrd and laſt Regimene was General! 
Pexcyes, by himſelf commanded. Of Dregooners, matcht 
ſame 350. under my L. Wentworth their Sergeant-major 
General! , drawne altogether out of his Lordfhips owne 
Troop, Prince Rwuperts Regiment , commanded by Co. 
lonell 1nnes,S* Robert Howards,and Colonell Waſhingtons 
Regiments, Of Foot,there were betwixt 400. and 500. 
commanded men without Colonrs: and Colonell Lunsford 
had the leading of them. The 7 an of this greater Partee, 
wasa leſter Partee commanded by Sergeant-major Leee: 
made up of the Prince of Wales his Regiment, with 100, 
other commanded Horie ; and ſome 50. Drageeners, under

With chis little Army , without any Ordnance,/after 
ſome Ha/r50n purpoſe by the way ; by ofieactocknexr 
morning , was the Prince ( as we gueſſed J advanced as 
high as over agaiaft Tersworth, and upontherighthand ' 
of it.. Thereabouts,, by the high-wayes {ide had theRe- 

| bels aſtrong Guard, both of Horſe and Foot or Dragoo. 
ners, Here our Partee being diſcovered by their Sentinel, 
we were ſaluted with his Piſtoll firſt, & Carbineimmedi- 
ately afcer:and by and by as we marchtalong , with feve. 
rall ſhots more from their 914yne-guard; where ſome of 
ours diſcovered many light-matches. But the Prince 
would have none of thefe anſwered: for his defigne being 
toadyancefarther, hewould neither looſe time , norby: 
ſhooting give theAlarme to other Quarters of the Rebels, 
However, from thistime forwardthey hadthe Alarme; 
and warning by it throughout all'cheirQuartersto draw 
rogether to confront the Prince , eitherin his advancing 
or returning. | | 
By 3. inthe morning, we had reacht Poffcomb, a Ham= 
let belonging to ZLewknor pariſh. Therelay a HorleQuar. 

, ter of Rebels - who having ſome little rimero mount, 

whil'&t our Dragooners at the ſtreets end alighted; thoſe 

only in fome of the neerer houſes were furprifed. Some 

Piſtolls, wich other Horſmens Armesand Horſes were 

here taket:together with g. Priſoners, and one Cornett of 

Colonell Morlyes of Suſſex, as we were informed. This 

rowne was beyond Tame,anduponthe South of it, 

Hence after halt an hower, his H/ghres advanced ſome- 
what towards the /eft,-along under the ledge of hills, not 
tarfrom Stoken-Church, and the Villages in the borttome.

Before 5. inthe morning; were we gottts (inner , ſome 
4. miles beyond Tawe: being the very fartheſt of the Re. 
bells Quazters towards Zoxdor. The Town was preſently 
entred by Sergeant-major Legg and his Partee, and by & 
by ſurrounded bythercſt of the: Princes Forces. Within 
it lay ſome 200+ Dragooners of S" Samuel Lukes Bedford: 
tre Regiment :- under their Sergeant-major Edwards. 
Theſe ghough but new levicd men, yet had already actu- 
ly-appeared in Rebellion :;. as being part of that ſtrong 
Partee, which theday-before had marchrout againſt 1p, 
Thefeall weary and new comeinto the Quarters, _ were 
takenſleepersin the Barnes and Houſes, Diverſe were kil'd 
as:they buſtled up: and others, that upon the Alarme, had 
already gorten rhemſelves, to.cheir Armes. Some Cap- 
taines and Officers (as we were old ) getting intoa houſe 
atthe Townes-end , would necds there ſtand upon their 
Gnard;\ſhoating at.the Prince and his company out at the 
windows... U]pom which; the. houlc being fired by a Soul. 
dier, diverſe of thena running out on the backſide, were 
there ſhott by our Foot and Dragooners. Our men report 
that they kill'd\ ſome, 5 0.: or morein all of them: eight'of 
which they:fay were {lainc in one Barne, , Which number 
alone amounts to more then ſome of the Rebels will con. 
feſſe, who ſay they buried but 5. inall Chinner. Prifoners 
we brought away about Sixeſcare- ſo thatvery few of all 
that were Quartered there, eſcaped. Ailmoſt all their 
Horſes'and Axmes were taken, with three of S* Samuck 
Lukes Dragoon: Cornets. Their Field or Ground was 
black , with 1, 2, 3, 4» Or 5. Bibles boſt and bufft , de- 
painted iathem. Parting from thistowne, we miſſed nar. 
rowly, and but halfe an hower, of Twenty one thouſand 
pownd then comming to the Eazle of, Efex: but thy x

This Action having taken up about fore home? 2nd 
halfs time , His Highnefſe commanded away to Horſe: 
bending, His march,homewards all along andertheilcdec 
of bills ro1bhe Southand Southweſtward, Butyergonipure 

with ſollawamatch, that the Rebells (if they pica» 
ed) might haveleiſuretoconfrom Him. ſoit hapned: 
newes being brought us berwixt 7.and 8,Aslock;, thata 
body ofthe. Rebells were diſcoveredin the! millagehard 
upon the [ett hand of us, Preſently whereupon Tome half 
ſcore of their Scouts were diſcorered upon thefides of 
the Begon- bill, beyond the Village.  Attera litrle farcher

hedge, which parted that Cloſe from our Feild. My L:of 
EſſexesRelation,here mentionethCaptain Sanders Troop, 
and Captain Buller with 50. commanded men z Capraine 
Dwandaſſes Troop of Dragooners, with ſome few of Colo- 
nell Melves, But ſurely theſe were'notall their Forces; 
His Highneſie perceiving this great Body, took care firſt 
ef all how to Fouts the peſſe over Cheſel-hampton bridge, 
for making 50g the Retreat tous ;'leaſt other enemies as 
yer undiſcovered, mightcutirt off from us.” For this pur- 
poſe Colonell Zariford,8& Colonellaſhington being fent 
with all the Foot tolye on both ends the bridg, the Princes 
nextdeſign was to line the Recges along the Lanes that led 
chicher. Ferthis purpoſe, my L. Wentworth and his Eeiv= 
tenant» Colonell M--1obn Ruſſell, were (ent beforehand 
with their Dragooners : | for his Highneſſe well hoped the 
Rebells mightbe rrayned into that Ambuſh, The better 
co.intice them on, the Prince with his Horſe made ſhewof 
a Retreat : whereupon'the Rebells advaric*t cheerfully > 
doubling their march for eagerneſle, and coming upcloſe 
tous. Thenwe diſcerned them-to be eight Cornetsof 
Hor ſe,befides about 100, commanded Horſe, andas many 
Dyagooners of Colonell atills (Mebves, my EofdsRela- 
tion writes him) his Regiment, now-led by Captaine Mid. 
dleton, Wee were now parted by a hedge, cloſe ro. rhe 
midſt whereof the Rebells brought on their Dragoo- 
ners:andtotheend of itcame their Forlorne hopeofhorte. 
Their whole Body of 8, Cornets faced the *Printes Ree?- 
mentand Troop of Lifegnards, and made a Frontſo much 
too large for the Princes Regiment,thattwo Troops were 
 fainetobe drawn outofthe Prince of Wales Regiment, ro 
. make our Fronteven withthE. Andthis was their Order. 
Bclides which , they had left a Reſerve of 3. Cornets in 
; the 
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the Cloſe aforeſaid among the trees, by Wapſ-grove houſe, 
and two Troops more higher upthe hill,they were in fighr 
of one another, by g. aclock inthe morning, 

The Prixces battaglions were thus ordered. His High- 
eſſe own Regiment, with the Lifcguards on the right hand 
of it, had the middle-ward: the Prince of Wales hisRegi- 
ment making the Left-wing , and M* Percyes havingthe 
Right. Both theſe Regimears were at firſt intended for Re- 
ſerves : though preſently they ingaged themſelves inthe 
incounter. *T was diverſe of the Commanders counſels, 
that the Princeſhould continue on the retreat, and ſo draw 
the Rebclls into the Ambuſh, but his H:ghnefe judgment 
overſway*dthat, for that ( ſaith he)the Rebells being ſo 
neere us, may bring our Recre intoconfuſion:, before we 
can recover toourambuſh. Yea (faith he) their inſolency 
isnot to be endured. This ſaid, His Highneſle facing all 
abour, ſer ſpurrsto His Horſe, and firſt of all (inthe very 
face of the Dragooners ) leapt the hedge that parted us 
from the Rebells. The Capraire, and reſt of His Troop of 
Life. guards ( every man asthey could) jumbled over af- 
cer him: and as about 15, were gotten over,the Prince pre 
ſently drew themup into a Front, till thereſt could reco. 
veruptohim. At this the Rebells Dragooners that lyned 
the hedg,fledd : having hurt and flaine ſome of ours with 
their firſt Vollie. Meane time Lievtenant- Colonell 0.xeale 
having paſſed with the Princes Regiment beyond the end 
of the hedge onthe left hand, had begunne the encounter 
with $8. Troops of Rebels. Theſe having before ſcene 
ours facing about,took themſelves off their ſpeed preſent- 
ly, and madea faire ſtand till ours advanc't upto char 
them. Sothart they being firſt in order, gave us their firk | 
Vollie of Carbins and Piſtolls at a diſtance , as ours were 
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advancing: yea they hadtime for their ſecond Piſtols,cre 
ourscould chargthem. The hotteſt of their charg fell 
upon Captain Martins,and Captain GardinersTroops, in 
Prince Ruperts Regiment : and indeed the whole Regi. 
ment indured thechiet ſhock ofit. Tofay thetruth, they 
ſtood our firſt charg of Piſtolsand Swords, better thenthe 
Rebels have ever yet done4{ince their firſt beating at Wore 
ceſter, eſpecially thoſe of their Right. wing: for their Lefr 
gaveitover ſooner: for thatthe Prance with his Lifeguard, 
with Sword and Piſtoll charging them home nponthe 
Flanck,(nort whecling about upontheir Reere,as the Lon- 
don Relation tells it) put them in rowte atthe firſt encoun- 
rer. By this time alſo was Generall Percy with ſome 
Troops of his Regiment fallen in upon that Flanck,, and 
followed upon the execution: As onthe other wing did 


Major Daniel with the Prince of Wales his Regiment: ſo- 


thatnow were the Rebels wholy rowted. Some of ours 
affirme, how they over-heard Dulbire ( who brought up 
ſome of the Rebells firſt Horſe) vpon ſight of the Princes 
orderand dividing of his Wires, to call out to his People 
10 retreat, leaft they were hemb'd inby us, 

The Rebells now flying to their Reſerve of three Co- 
tours inthe Cloſe by Wapſgrove houſe, were purſued by 
ourSin execution allthe way thither: who now ( as they 
could } there rallying , gave occaſion tothe defear of 
thoſe three Troopes allo. So that all now being ia con- 
fufion, were purſued by ours a full mile and quarter / as 
the neighbours ſay )from the place of the firſt encounter, 
Theſe all fled back again over Golder hiffto Eſington: and 
ſofarre Sir Philip Stapleton with his Regiment was not yer 
comne. And ithe ſtopt and drew the Retreaters up into a 
body, and made a ſtand tor an hower' with them, Cas _ 
| Lonaon 
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London Relation tells us) *twas ſurely behind and beyond 
thegreat hill where ours could nor diſcern them, Yea 
plainly our two Priſoners fincetheirreturne affirme, that 
"rwastwo miles from the place of fightere he met them, 
nor yet could he ſtay the Parliamentiers from running. Be- 
tore this, and in time ofthe fight, ſome three Corners of 
them were obſerved to wheeleabout; as ifthey intended 
either to get betwixtus and Cheſe! Hampton bridge, or to 
charge us upon the recre, Which being obſerved by 
Lieutenant Colonell 0-XNea/e, he borrowedtwo Troopes 
of Generall Percyes Regiment, and made out after them- 
which they perceiving, turn'd bridles about, and made 
haſt back again to their fellowes. 

In the encounter, one daring fellow bare himſelfe hard 
upon the Prince,and had the honour to dye by His Piſtoll. 
One great commander was ſhot by M. Percy: thought to 
be Sergeant-Major Gunter, who that day commanded the 
Earle of £/ex own Regiment . Colonell Yrrye that day 
charged inthe very left hand ofthe front of the Prince of 
Tales his Regiment:where being ingaged, and known, he 
was offered quarter: but he brought off himlclfe by his 
ſword cheaper, then they would have ranſom'd him. 
Licutenant Colonell 0- Neale offering quarter to aproper 
young Gentleman, was reproached by him, for which he 
dycd inthe very a& of diſcourteſy,as wellasof Rebelli. 
on. Sergeant- Major Zeggs courage havingingaged himtoo 
farre among the Rebells ſo long , became their Priſoner, 
till themſelves were Routed, The fame miſchance ( and 
ſome {light wounds) had Sergeant. Major Datel , bythe 
fall of his Horſe: but being re- mounted, he in purſuitre- 
quired it upon his adverſarics, he having before that ſhot 
deaC a Cornet of the Rebells, recoveredthe honour to the 
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Prince of ales His Troope , henceforth again to bear a 
Cornet which (having heretofore in fightat Hopton Heath 
loſt their own) it ſeems by the Law of Armes they might 
not beare, till ſome of theirs again in fight had wonne a 
Colour from the Rebells, The Earle of Eſſex had. notice 
by ſome of his, of a Gentleman charging inthe head of 


Prince-A#perts Regiment, who fought like a Lyon, who - 


by the deſcription of his Perſon, was judged to be Sir 
Thomas Dalliſon, In briete,all our Commanders and Offi. 
cers, wich the Souldiers generally , behaved themſelves 
valiantly: though ſuch be their modeſty, that the Writer 
muſt learn whateach man did from the report of others. 
Some of our Troopers ( both they and their Horſes being 
overtyred with ſeveralldaies hard and long duty ) could 
not, indeed, advance ſo forwardly as their fellowes ; 
which was one of the two reaſons, the Rebells could no 
further be purſued by therefidue of our Troopers. Plainly 
our Horſes weretoo much tyred generally, But the main 
reaſon indeed was thetemper and diſcretion both of the 
Commanders and the Souldiers}, they had learn'd by 
Edge- hill, notto purſue too farre: ſorthat now contemting 
themſelves ro have routed the Rebells, they were feen to 
raltee themſclves again into order handfomly, and ſud- 
denly in their ground. 

Thus {by the help of God only ) without the afli- 
Kance of our own Foot or Dragooners wete the Rebells 
Horfemen and Dragooners, utterly defeated , by the 
Princeand His Horſemen, Diverſe of their Commanders 
were {lain aponthe place - of wham ( that we yet know) 
Sergeant-Major Gunter was the chicfeſt, The number of 
the ſlain, we cannot yet learne: only we heare that 33. (ſay 
ſome,29. ſay others) were buried in Cha/grove ; which 
doubtleſfe 
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doubtlefle were killed lin that field. And 15. morein Z- 
Hagova that were ſlain inthe purſuit: in which fower more 

cing deadly wounded, dyed as they were carrying to- 
wards Tame, Butto reckon up the (lain by the number of 
burialls, is no ſure way of comming by the truth: for thar 
diverſc of theſe Browniſts and Anabaptiſts refuſe to have 
rheir Souldiers butied , otherwiſe then they doe their 
Horſes. My Lord of Eſſex Letter faies , there were but 
45. killed on both fides: the moſt of which' were the 
Kings. But ſurely none of his men could affure his Lord- 


. ſhip of that, becauſe they left us maſtersot thefield, and 


lealure,by that, to ſurveigh the dead bodies. Bur neither 
did we rely upon onr own accompt , bur more upon the 
number brought in by the Country people , where the 
dead were buried; now the reaſon why we killed no more 
was, partly becanſe diverſe of the Rebel]s had red ſcarfes 
like ours, and by following them, were Ilr Howard, and 
Captain Gardner unawares ingaged and taken, 

The chiefe of the wounded men was Colonell Hemp. 
den, and he ſuppoſed to bethe chiete or ſecond man, to 
whom this Rebellion and theſe miſeries are much to be 
jmpured. He put himſelfeunder Captain Croſſes Troope, 
faics my Lords letter:and was unfortunately ſhot through 
the ſhoulder. Sa we heard too, and that the anguiſh of it 


' had put him into a feaver, of which he is fince dead, 'Tis 


wiſhed his fellow Rebells would rake notice of the firſt 
part of Gods judgements towards him. How that he re- 
ceived this wound inthe very ſame Chalgrove field, where 
Anguſt 15. 1647+ himſelte had ſent together a power of 
Redcoates, Which he procured to be ſent from London, 
with 200. Buckinghamſhire men ( all under his own and 
Colonell Goodwines command) forthe taking of the Earle 
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of Berkſhire, Sir Tohn Curſon, M* Branthwaite, M' Hone, 
and other luſtiges, then ſitting ( not upon the Commiſion 
of Array, but) upon ſetling the peace of the County at Sir 
Robert Dormers houſe at Aſcot. Theſeitorces ( I heare) 
did Mr Harpdenthen ſend by his man William Lidall, into 
this Chalzrove field (himſelfe being then nor farre of ) by 
which thoſe parts ofthe County were firſt of all diſtur- 
bed. Captain Buſter was alſo ſhot in the neck, ſaiesmy 
Lord of Eſſex Letter , who comming that dayinto my 
Lords Chamber at Tame, told him openly in the hearing 
of our two Priſoners , That he would not givea fiege for all 
his Lordſhips Horſe. | 

Ten other ſorely wounded men, were brought into Mr 
Stevens houſe in Eſingdon, who being there dreſſed, they 
preſſed his Cart tocarry them to their Quarter. In the 
field were found dangerouſly wounded , and at firſt lefr 
for dead; M. Sheffelda ſonne of the Earle of £Mnulgreves, 
this day a Cornetof the Earle of Eſſex, with one Captain 
Berekley, a Scottiſhman, both theſe by the Princes courte- 
ſy, wereleftneerthe placetobe dreſſed, each promiſing 
uponthe word and Parale of a Souldier , to become true 
Priſoners, which whether they forgot orno,I know nor. 
Sure it is, that on w#»4ay night, they excuſed themlelves 
by their ſoreneſſeand diſability , tocome away hither in 
Sir Lewis Dives his Coach, on purpoſe ſent for them - 
which notwithſtanding they werenext morning fetchr a- 
way by their own party. Theſe brake Chalgrove Crofle, 
and ſo home again. 

Obſerved it is by the Country People, that moſt ef the 
Rebells ſlain and wounded men, were hurtupon their 
backs. Of priſoners taken in this laſt encounter, we 
brought away but cleven into 0:xfer4zCornet Sanders and 
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ſome others being ſtill kept at Abi1mgdon. Ve took two 
Orange Corners of the Earle of Eſſex own Regiment, be- 
longing to Major Gunter , and Captain Sheffeld, The 
ord upon one of theſe Cornets was Cave adſum: thought 
to belong to the Earles own Troope of Life-2uards. On 
the Kings party, were ſlainſome 10. or 12,and ſome of 
chemthrough miſtake by our own People. The reafon of , 
the miſtake being for want of Scarfes, ortheir not having 
the word readily. Of wounded men, I obſerved ſome 16. 
or 20. to be dreſſed by our Surgeons: The manof moſt 
note amoyg them was Captain /ackſ/on of Prince Charles 
His Regiment: tro whom Prince Rupert gave this honou. 
rable teſtimony, that he behaved himſclte bravely, Now 
thoughit be{eldome ſeen, that vanquiſht men carry off a- 
ny Priſoners ofthe Victors: yettwo Gentlemen of note 
of the Kings Party by miſtaking of their Colours, fell in 
among them , namely, M. Henry Howard ſonne tothe 
Earle of Ber ſhire: & Captain Thomas Gardiner, of Prince 
Ruperts Regiment, both which are fiace exchanged for 
Sergeant- Major Edwards, The London Relation faics they 
have Captain Smithalſo:of whom we know nothing, 

Prince Rupert upon the returne of His People from the 
purſuit, keptthe field about halfe an hower - expeRing 
whether the Rebzlls would make head again 2 bur per- 
cciving no more adverſaries,the victorious Prince retired 
his Troopes over Cheſel Hamptonbridge leiſurely. There 
having ordered M, Percy with his Horſe Regiment, and 
Colonell Waſhington with his Dragooners for thatnighe 
to quarter ncer the paſſe, andro ſend out ſtrong patroulles 
or Rounds tor skouting all along the River Charwel: His 
Highneſſe by two a clock came ſafely back into Oxford, 


He had ſent the newes of all beforeby Colonell Yr29e,

miesz yetallundifturbed, by 2. inthe afternoon they all 
came ſafe intotheir owne Hyarters God be thanked for
